ARMISTICE 18 INTENDED TO 
PREVENT GERMANY RECOM- 
MENCING HOSTILITIES. 


[EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH. } 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The 
“armistice” to be prescribed for 
Germany, under the strict stipula- 
tion of President Wilson that it 
shall be so conditioned as to pre- 
vent Germany from renewing the 
war, will constitute an innovation 
in international law. Exactly speak- 
ing, it will not be an armistice at 
all, but a partial capitulation. 

An examination of the world’s 
leading authorities on the subject 
of an armistice reveals that, in the 
abeence of precise terms acts may 
be performed by either party to 
the agreement which are not K- 
pressly prohibited. 

Therefore the armistice treaty to 
be drawn up by the Allies and the 
United States will have to be com- 
prehensive; and the treaty to be 
prepared will not contain in it the 
elements which ordinarily compose 
an armistice because of the fact 
that it will deprive Germany not 
only of the right to recommence 
hostilities, but of the very power 
of renewing the struggle. 

An armistice even between coall- 
tions may be general or local or 


between individual delllgerents The 
armistice being considered is gen- 
eral between Germany on one side 
and America and the Allies on the 
other.

Smart Seamanship of Destroyer 
Commander Prevents Disastrous 
Collision at Sea in Convoy.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—Only an Amer- 
naval officer's smart seaman- 
ship and quick decision saved a 
liner from destruction and avoided 
a heavy loss of life among troops 
that packed the ship when she was 
in collision a few days ago with a 
torpedo-boat destroyer. 

The destroyer was escorting the 
liner, and was, according to custom, 
sigzagging ahead of her. The war- 
ship was just about to make a sharp 
turn close to the liner's bow when 
her steering gear jammed. The 
commander gave orders for full 
speed astern and hoped that his en- 
zines would be strong enough to stop 
the destroyer’s headway and pull her 
back from under the liner's bows. 

The commander was sufficiently 
successful to avoid running into the 
liner himself, but he could not ex- 
tricate his own craft. The liner hit 
her full and plowed right through 
her. She cut off the destroyers 
bow as clean as if it had been done 
with a knife and went on her own 
Way entirely undamaged. 

Fortunately, the liner hit the de- 
stroyer forward of her collision 
bulkheads, and her stability was not 
destroyed. She not only remained 
afloat, but was able to steam ahead, 
cautiously it is true, but safely.

SEND VACCINE 
FOR INFLUENZA. 


State Distributes Serum for 
Use of Physicians. 


Four Thousand Doses Pre- 
pared by Health Board. 


More than Sixty Thousand 
| Cases Reported. 


(BY « FP. DAY WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 26.— Four 
thousand doses of Spanish influenza 
vaccine were dietributed today 
among physicians throughout the 
State under the supervision of the 
California State Board of Heaith, it 
was announced here. 

Between 6000 and 16,000 will be 
available daily next week, Dr. W. E 
Kellogg, secretary of the board, said. 
| Use of the serum especially as a pre- 
Ventive will prove beneficial, accord- 
ing to Dr. Kellogg Its value as a 
means of relieving those suffering 
with influenza has not been fully de- 
termined, he said. 

Reports of approximately 4509 
new cases in the State were received 
today, making the total reported to 
date more than 60,000.

Vaccine deins 
shipped here from Boston ia expect- 
ed to arrive Monday. it will be dis- 
pensed by all Red Cross stations in 
the city. 

Orders have been issued that no 
outdoor church services be held to- 
morrow unless all attending wear 
masks.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—The British 
have made further progress toward 
the Scheldt and have captured the 
Vilage of Avelghen, southeast of 
Courtral. This announcement is 
made in a supplementary official 
statement issued by the War Of- 
fice shortly before midnight. 

“As a result of a succes#ful op- 
eration commenced by us this 
morning south of Valenciennes, we 
captured the villages of Artres and 
Famars, thus securing crossings of 
the River Rhonelle at the former 
Place and pushing fOrward along 
the east bank of the Scheidt to- 
ward the southern outskirts of 
Valenciennes,” says Field Mars 
Haig’s report tonight. 

“A counter-attack delivered by 
the enemy in the neighborhood of 
Engle-Fontaine was repulsed. Dur- 
ing the course of today’s operations 
we took prisoners about 1000 Ger- 
mans.“ 

Operations in Belgium continue to 
develop favorably, according to an 
official statement issued at the War 
Office today, which says the French

Appeal for the IAbrary. 
LOS ANGELES, Oct. 27.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] Librarianship 
Is clearly to be classed among the 


professions. Library workers since 


contribution to its prosecution. They 
have organized and equipped I- 
braries for all the national] canton- 


ments, and are now sending books 


overseas to the army in France. More 
than 1,000,000 volumes have already 
been placed at the service of our 
soldiers “over there.“ 

The staff of the local library has 


taken a not inconspicuous part in 
this work, having collected and sent 
out to the camp libraries of the 
Southwest some 75,000 volumes, all 
this in addition to the regular du- 
ties, which are heavier than usual 
owing to the war. This has been 
done without any thought of re- 
ward, but for the good of the cause 
which all have at heart. 

Nevertheless, the conditions under 
which the staff is obliged to work 
call for an answer to the question 
whether something should not We 
done for its members. 

Seven years ago the annua) cir- 
culation of books at the Los Angeles 
public Mbrary amounted to 860,000 
volumes, which were taken out by 
52,000 card holders. In those days 
the population of our city was only 
350,000. Today the circulation of 
books has reached a total of 2,500, 
000, and the number of card holders 
has risen to 120,000. The gain in 
circulation has been 200 per cent.; 
im number of card holders, 131 per 
dent. During the same time the 
population of the city has grown to 
600,000, which represents a gain of 
only 70 per cent. The citizens of 
Los Angeles are accustomed to think 
of théir city as growing by leaps and 
bounds, yet the growth of the public 
library is shown by these ‘figures to 
have been nearly three times as 
great as the growth of the city itself. 

In 1911 the library’s annual ap- 
propriation was $140,000. It is now 
$240,000. The gain Is only about 70 
per cent. That is, with 70 per cent. 
more capital, a business has to be 
handled which has tripled in volume. 

During the same seven-year pe- 
riod, the number of employees has 
increased from eighty-six to 160, a 
gain of 86 per cent. In 1911 eighty- 
six employees gave out 850,000 vol- 
umes. How much harder 160 em- 
ployees must be obliged to work in 
1918 to circulate 2,500,000! 

Today the average salary of the 
Nbrary staff stands at $67 a month. 
The increase in the average salary 
during the last seven years has been 
19 per cent., while the advance in 
the cost of living, according to the 
most conservative estimates, has 
been 60 per cent. 

It is only too evident that the m- 
come of the library has not kept 
pace with the growth of its work. 
When a business mian faces such 
conditions, he has to do one of two 
things; either expand his capital, or 
cut off part of his business. That is 
precisely the problem facing the 
management’ of the public Nbrary, 
and this ts the reason why it is ap- 
pealing to the people for aid. It is 
strongly averse to reducing the - 
brary facilities of the city, especially 
during these war times, when books 
serve not only as a solace to those 
whose minds are with the sons and 
brothers at the front, but also to edu- 
cate our people as to the causes and 
Purposes of the war. 

Owing to the higher cost of living, 
a large number of the staff have 
‘absolutely been forced to leave the 
service of the library and take other 
positions in which they are better 
paid. Within four months there 
have been twenty-five resignations, 
and these have come from employees 
who could ill be spared. If resigna- 
tions should continue at the same 
rate, disorganization of the work of 
the library would most certainly en-

Private Bunt Cohn of the United 
States Engineers, the first American

Proposition No. 19 on the State ballot for 
November provides that all public revenue, 
State, county and municipal, must be raised 
by a tax on land, irftespective of the im- 
provements it contains. The Board of 
Equaligation points out that ff this amend- 
ment passes sources from which more than 
two-thirds of the present revenue is collect- 
ed will be closed to taxation and the whole 
cost of State; county and municipal gov- 
ment must de paid in land tax. Califor- 
nia’s great agricultural areas have pro- 
duced vast quantities of food and raw ma- 
terials since the beginning of the war, more 
than they ever produced before. But the 
Board of Fqualization points out that the 
new land tax would prove a greater burden 
than they could bear, and Millions of acres 
of land now under cultivation would lie Idie. 
At the same time sources of revenue which 
are taxed in every other State and every 
other country would escape taxation, 

In commenting on the effect of the single 
tax the Board of Equalization observes: 
“Had this single-tax idea not been voted 
down so decisively in the last six years a 
greater feeling of insecurity might obtain. 
But we believe that the people generally 
have been educated to the baneful effect 
which would flow from ita adoption.” 
ports from Northern California, however, 
are to the effect that a whispering cam- 
paign is being made by the labor unions 
and the radicals to slip the single tax over 
while the great mass of the voters are fo- 
cusing their attention on national and m- 
ternational issues. At the last three State 
elections single tax has been voted down 
by big majorities; but it comes back each 
year dressed in a new disguise to deceive 
the unwary voter. This year it appears on 
the ballot under the heading “Land Values 
Taxation.“ 

After condemning the single-tax amend- 
ment the Board of Eaualtsation, in con- 
junction with the State Controller, informs 
the taxpaying public that “the other menace 
to our revenue system which maintains the 
State government is government ownership 
of certain public utilities.” On this subject 
the conference says: 

While government ownership is only 
prospective, it should not lightly be 
dismissed. Throughout the nation many 
prominent people are committed to— 
and are constantly urging—sovernment 
ownership of railroads, telegraph and 
telephone lines, and there is no telling 
when Congress may have a majority in 
favor of such ownership. | 
Under the present system of taxation 
for raising revenve for the support and 
maintenance of the State government 
the principal source of income is from 
taxation of the gross receipts of rail- 

‘roads; in fact, nearly 50 per cent. of our 

taxes comes from that source alone. 

Figures are quoted from the tax rolls to 
show that the loss of revenue to the State, 
should the government own and operate rail- 
roads and telegraph lines would be more 
than $6,000,000 a year. “Such a loss of rev- 
enue,” the report continues, “would compel 
the Stafe to avail itself of the constitutional 
provision for the levy of a deficiency ad 
valorem tax on all the assessable property 
of the State.” 4

steam railways become the property 


of the Federal government the tax- 
payers of the State will have to con- 
tribute an additional $5,000,000 a 
Year to the State tax fund. That 
there will be no corresponding re- 
duction in freight and passenger 
fares is proved by the experience of 
the government during the last nine 
months in operating the railway 
lines of the country. Freizht and 
passenger rates have been advanced 


from 30 to 50 per cent. over the 


rates that prevailed under private 
operation; yet the reports of the 
Interstate Commeree Commission 
prove conclusively that the govern- 
ment is losing money. There have 
been no advances in the rates of the 
electric roads and the street rail- 
ways that are not controlled by the 
government; yet they are paying 
their pre-war per cent. of gross re- 
ceipts for the support of the State 
government. 

In calling attention to these twin 
menaces to the State revenues the 
Board of Equalization and the State 
Controller have performed a valua- 
ble service. They have revealed the 
appalling cost of some of the seem- 
ing harmless fade of the theorists

HEALTH INSURANCE. 


(A California Menace.) 
BY ROSAMONDE RAE WRIGHT. 

Under the fiisidious and 
leading caption of health insurance, 
a constitutional amendment, which 
is the quifitessence of monarchial 
and financial despotism, is to be 
voted upon by the people of Call- 
fornia on November 5. That it is 
highly important that the voters ac- 
quaint themselves with the modus 
operandi of this made in Germany” 
plan is not a vision fugitive, but a 
fact apparent. 

Health insurance is the fungus 
growth of a system of intolerance 
spawned in the fertile soil of low 
wages, long hours and miserable 
environments as conceived by the 
Iron Chancellor of Germany, who 
saw in compulsory. health insur- 
ance, as in compulsory military 
service, the rivet that would man- 
acle the German wage-earner to the 
decadent throne of the Hohenzol- 
lern. Germany is the perfected 
realized dream of the highest type 
of monarchial rule and bureaucratic 
government. Her social, political 
and economic systems are barrt- 
caded with centuries of the “divine 
right of kings.” The inevitable re- 
sult has been the creation of a race 
of military and medical vassals. 

The adoption of health insurance 
in Engiand was due largely to an 
industrial unrest, which was manip 
ulated adroitly by a certain politi- 
cal-medical element, which element 
was largely influenced by the train- 
ing in German universities. 

“Where the European workman 
might find cause for satisfaction in 
a system of social insurance, the 
American workman, through his in 
dependent status, much higher 
wage scale, would find fust cause 
for opposition to such paternalism 
upon him by 
compulsory health insurance.” 

In the United States the compul- 
sory health insurance introduction 
and propaganda is managed excin- 
sively by a committee on social in- 
surance of the Americation associa 
tion for labor legislation. “Of the 
entire committee not one is a ware- 
earner, and not one is in the re- 
motest degree connected with wage 
earners or Wage-earners’ organiza- 
tions. Neither do we find among 
the enthusiasts pushing health in- 
surance any one representing in 
any capacity the employers of the 
country. 

“The personnel of the committee 
on social insurance of the Amert- 
can association for labor legisiation 
is composed of college professors, 
social workers and public officials 
holding custodial sinecures.” 

And at this point it may be prop- 
er to note that the social] insurance 
committee of the American Medical 
Association has its headquarters at 
No. 131 Bast Twenty-third street, 
New “York, where also are the head- 
quarters of the committee on social 
insurance of the American associa- 
tion for labor legislation. 

The political liberties of the 
country, such as they are and the 
independence of the American work- 
men is of vastly more importance 
than is the question of an automo- 
billous living wage for the doctors 
of the country, however desirable 
that may be.” 

Samuel Gompers, président of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
speaking before the Committee on 
Labor of the House of Reoresent- 
atives, having under consideration a 
resolution for a national insurance 
fund, said: 

“The wage-earners want as much 
assistance as can be given by any- 
body and everybody, but I give 
warning here and now, that the in- 
cubuses on the labor movement in 
America must quit. We want peace; 
but any group of people, however 
well intentioned, that undertakes to 
dominate the lives, liberty and free- 
dom of the workers of America, are 
going to be fought with the same 
degree of intensity as any other ele- 
ment in society that undertakes to 
impose its will on the workers.“ 

The constitutional amendment for

According to the committee on 


social insurance, they would have 
us believe that the state is a sep- 
rate entity in making his contribu- 


tion, that the employer is a sepa- 
arate entity in making its contribu- 


tion and mat the employee is a 
separate entity in making hia con- 
tribution. That might be so in Ger- 
many and it might be so in demo- 
cratic England, but in. America 
where the people are the state 
treasury, where the people are the 
employees, that is twice they con- 
tribute—they contribute once as 
the state and once as the employee, 
and when the employer contributes 
the cost of hie product ts raised and 
the masses again contribute to pay 
for the raised cost of the product.” 

The president of the Social In- 
surance Commission of California 
is a fellow of the German univer 
sities of Bonn and Leipsic, and has 
always insistently and assiduously 
disseminated in spoken and written 
words the par excellence of Ger 
man kultur. The personnel of the 
commission is strongty malodorous 
of Germany. It is therefore most 
consistent with political and medi- 
cal autocracy that this commission 
should be strepuously working to 
impose upon the masses of Califor- 
nia this juggernaut of expense and 
misfortune. 

Speaking on the question of the 
cost of health insurance to the 
State, Isaac Newton Stevens states: 

„Already in the nation and in the 
several States we have a plethora 
of laws for the discovery and pre. 
vention of disease, for the safety of 
those engaged in hazardous employ- 
ments, for the treatment at public 
expense all those who are ill oF 
maimed; and, who have no means 
of their own for making and keer 
ing safe, sanitary and wholesome 
every mil! and factory and every 
mine and every nook and corner

Dental science succeeded 1 devising a 
bridge that exposes no gold. to this 
invention bridgework was made unsightly 
by the vulgar display of gold used in the 
construction. Only the front teeth had any 
resemblance to natural teeth, being faced 
with porcelain. However, this did not con- 
ceal the presence of the bridge, because 
the metal showed at the top and bottom 
of each tooth, and the supporting teeth had 
to carry full gold crowns. No doubt you 
have seen people with old-style bridgework 
whose mouths had the appearance of a 
smal] gold mine. 


The new kind of bridgework permits the 
restoration of missing teeth without bring- 
ing any metal into view. The gold crown 
or anchor teeth can be done away with, se 
that the whole set when completed presents 
an even row of natural-looking white teeth. 
Even the grinding surfaces of the teeth can 
be of porcelain, to match the remaining 
teeth, whereas in the old-style bridgework 
the ng surfaces were of gold. 


Bridgework is for people who have lest 
a few teeth and want to avoid the use of a 
partial plate. The partial plate is often a 
source of much annoyance, but this new 
bridgework offers a perfect substitute for 
the missing teeth. it is attached perma- 
nently in the mouth, and there is nothing 
about it to remind the wearer that he has 
artificial teeth. 


No person who has teeth missing should 
go about with vacancies in his jaws when 
he can have a full set of teeth that will 
serve every purpose for years; to come.

Announcement is made of one of 
the biggest and most important pic- 
ture deals which has been put 
through in the past month. This 
is a contract just entered into be- 
tween Nell Shipman, former Vita- 
graph star, and James Oliver Cur- 
wood, novelist.

“It is plain, therefore,” says Mr. 
Hamlin, that motor vehicles in 
European countries bear but a frac- 
tion of the importance to activities 
of the people as is the case with the 
United States and every restriction 


on the use of the automobile in for- 


eign countries la of minor import- 
ance as compared to the effect of 
similar restrictions upon the trans- 
portation problems in this country. 
A solution hee might be not to im- 
pair the extensive utility of the au- 
tomobile by placing limits on its use, 
but in making the cars more effi- 
cient so that they will operate more 
economically.”

of over 1100 miles in five days he 
could save the Liberty Bond money 
and still get to Portland in time to 
comfort his mother when the body 
of her youngest son arrived.

Titus and his wife reached Fresno 
the first day, 233 miles——on to Red- 
ding, 235 mil the second day, 
every minute ir a deluge of rain.

Hauling contractogs and individ- 
ual truck owners are just beginning 
to realize the importance and neces- 
sity of establishing a Rural Motor 
Express and a urn Loads Bureau.

The inaugura- 
tion of a Rural Motor Express and 
a Return Loads Bureau is taken as 
a measure to relieve the freight 
congestion that may congregate ~a* 
freight terminals during the rainy 
season. 
“The truck man is going to be

Gun Timed to Shoot 
Between the Propellers. 

T MOVES the blades of the propellers at 

the rate ot 1100 revolutions and upward 
a minute, and while those propellers are 
moving at that wonderful speed the ma- 
chine guns are so made that they will shoot 
between the propellers while they are go- 
lag their fastest and not strike the wood. 
In the shooting of shrapnel the steel shell 
is sent: forth from gun by means of a 
smokeless powder in the brass jacket be- 
hind, the shell being equipped with @ time 
fuse which creates a second explosion from 
gunpowder inside the steel, so that it bursts 
at the very moment it reaches the enemy a

Gas. is, of course, due to fermentation of 


‘food, which rots and does not digest, and 


that again is due to wrong habits of eating.

Varieties of Avocados.

Mrs. J. W. k., writes: “I have a thrifty 
young apple tree about three inches in cir-

“FOOD WILD WIN THE WAR.” 


The Food Campaign. 


ARLY in the present year the manage“ 

ment of the University of California, 
in conjunction with the United States De. 
partment of Agriculture, opened throughout 
the State a vigorous campaign of food propa- 
ganda, designed, not only to increase produc- 
tion, but to bring about the conservation of 
all food products. 


In shaping this work they first set in 
Operation what machinery the university al- 
ready had in existence; and to this was 
added such additional forces as were deemed 
practicable. 


The most efficient part of the scheme was 
the enlistment of all the county farm ad- 
visers in the State; and through these local 
county machinery was put in operation, from 
the Boards of Supervisors down. Of the 
farm advisers and field workers of the Col. 
lege of Agriculture, there was a working 
force of something over 100 to begin with. 

Then there was a corps of home demon 
stcation agents, composed of women, whose 
duty it was to go about thee country and 
advise the farmer’s wives as to the art of 
canning and preserving, with the object of 
having everything raised on the farm and 
fit for human food, Worked up into various 
kinds of finished products. . 


Besides all these there were sent out vari. 
eus svecialists to urge production and con- 
servation. For instance an experienced 
aplarist was sent into the beekeeping sec 
tions to work for the increase of the honey 
product, in order to help out the general 
supply of sugar. The boys and girls agricul- 
tural clubs throughout the State were also 
enlisted in the work. 


The campaign of 1918 is about coming to @ 
ciose; but a far more comprehensive one 
for 1919 is being planned. On the whole it 
is believed that the various efforts put forth 
have had sucécssful results. Where there 
is evidence of failure renewed and incrcased 
efforts will be put forth from now on. 


For example the 100,000-acre increase in 
wheat lands brought about last year was off- 
set by unforseen weather conditions in such 
a way as to keep the production far below 
what had been expected. The Federal gov- 
ernment is now calling on the farmers or 
the State to plant during the coming season 
538,000 acres of wheat, which is an increase 
over the acreage of 1918 of 122,000 acres, 
and there is already reason for believing 
that California will deliver the goods. 

The government calls attention to the 
fact that the increase may be-accomplished 
by putting in a certain proportion of the 
barley land into wheat; putting new land

i.to wheat; irrigating wheat lands that were 
formerly farmed dry; by fertilizing grain 
land; by prevention of loss of wheat by 
smut; by preparing the wheat land early and 
well; and by the use of the seed best 
adapted to different localities. The farmer 
may be counted on to do his part. 

Another part of the work of 1918 was de- 
voted to the raising of sweet sorghum both 
for silage and for the manufacture of s\rups. 

One of the most important drives made 
was that for the increase of hogs. The goal 
was set between 20,000 and 40,000 brood 
sows. The results show 21,000 more of these 
animais kept in the State than during the 
previous year, according to the latest re- 
ports. \ 

For next year a vigorous campaign win 
be made in the interest of an increase of 
wool and mutton production. One promi- 
nent feature of this work is the taking of 
many big herds from the natural ranges, and 
the distributing of the animals in small 


flocks among the farmers and ranchmen. 


CALIFORNIA’S-‘SHARE IN THAT

T THE convention of farm advisors and 
A farm bureau representatives held at 
Sacramento during the State Fair 
week, California’s increased wheat produet- 
ion campaign was launched. At that time 
representatives from the United States 
Food Administration announced the wheat 
acreage Californias must raise in order to 
“go over the top” in the wheat campaign. 
Last year California responded nobly to 
the call of the Food Administration, as did 
the American farmers in every State in the 
Union. Although asked to plant enly 80,000 
additional ecres to wheat ast year, the State 
wide farm bureau paign resulted in the 
signing up of over 100,000 acres additional 


to be planted to this crop. The same re- 
sponse occurred everywhere and all indica-

been thus dealt with. 

Last year’s programme aiso included the 
organization uf 15,060 square miles of farm 
and ranch lands into fire districts, in order 
to protect grain, grass and other forage 
from the ravages of fires. A working force 
of 6500 persons was organized and divided 
into 400 fire companies. 

Eighty per cent. of the farmed area of the 
State has thus far been more or less organ- 
ized and put to work helping to increase the 
food supply, say the leaders in the great 
war movement. Next year it is hoped that 
the rest wilh be brought in and that the 
present organization everywhere may be 
madé more effective.

tions pointed to the greatest wheat crop 
ever raised. 

However, quite “unusual” weather condl- 
tions prevailed during the planting season. 
In fact, the Kaiser himself could not have 
requested weather conditions more to his 
liking than those which occurred. With the 
exception of the northern part of the Sacra- 
mento Valley, no rain to speak of fell “until 
February. Of the 100,000 additional acres 
signed up, only 40,000 were planted. Not 
only wag the acreage cut down, but, as a 
result of the hard season, the average vield 
was reduced some three bushels. Instead 
of showing an increased wheat production, 
the consequence wasea million-bushel short- 
age in California alone. And the same or 
similar conditions held true quite generally 
throughout the country with the result that 
instead of a big increase, we had a consid- 
erable shortage. The restrictions on the 
use of wheat have reflected’ the serious sit- 
uation which preyailed as a result of 
shortage. Not only was our surplus for ex- 
port to our allies quickly exhausted, but it 
became necessary to send over a great part 


a 


of that normally used for home consump- 
tion. But the American public responded 
nobly and voluntarily agreed to limit its 
use of wheat in our endeavor to supply our 
brave allies. 

The necessity for wheat is even more 
urgent this year than last. Our army and 
navy must have wheat in ever-increasing 
quantity. And not only must we supply our 
own: army and navy requirements and large 
quantities for civilian use, but upon us has 
fallen the burden of feeding the world. Our 
allies must have wheat. Now that. 


turn her and her big neighbor, Russia, into 
active allies is to feed them, which means 
more wheat. We have always been a great 
wheat exporting nation, but the demands 
have never been so great as at present. 
GREATEST CROP WANTED. 


To provide for this increased need and to 
prevent last year’s situation from occurring, 
even though adverse weatlier conditions 
should intervene, the Food Administratio 
has asked for the greatest wheat crop 
the history of the nation. One billion bush- 
els of wheat are wanted in 1919. 
. Necessarily, California's quota is much 
larger than last year. California farmers 
are asked to plant 538,000 acres to wheat 
this season, which represents an increase 
of 122,000 acres over the acreage planted 
in 1918. It will be no small undertaking 
to accomplish this increase. But it can be 
done and it will be done. And there are a 
number of incentives other than patriotism 
which should induce California farmers to 
rr. it e wheat. 
Te outlook for wheat as compared to bar- 
ley is most favorable. It was the other way 
last year. A false inflation to barley rais- 
ing was given last season by the high prices 
prevailing. The situation was abnormal, bar- 
ley being practically the only grain availa- 
ble at the time as a wheat substitute and 
the barley crop running short. Barley prices 
— probably not be so high again for some 
me. 

At the present time California farmers are 
finding dificwity in moving their barley and 
prices are much lower than obtained last 
season. Sixty per cent. of this year’s barley 
crop represents a surplus over norinal needs 
and is now in storage, necessitating ship- 
ment out of the State before it can be sold. 

When the farmer plants wheat he knows 
what he ig going to get for it as the price 
has been fixed by law. With barley it is a 
gamble since barley prices are to be gov- 
erned by supply and demand. And this sea 
son's experience has shown what the infiu- 
ence of a large supply is upon the demand 
and, consequently, the price. 

MILLS NEED WHEAT. 


The mills of this State can handle 
times the present wheat production. Today 
It is necessary to import ten million bushels 
of wheat annually in order to keep-our. mills 
running to capacity. California was once a 
ereat wheat State. In 1896 the output of this 
State Was some fifty-four millions of bushels 
as contrasted with a paltry six millions pro- 
duced this season; We can accommodate 
and handle to advantage all the wheat the 
California farmer can raise. 

It the mterest now being. evinced by 
farmers in wheat culture and varieties is 
any index, there is going to be a marked re- 
sponse to the request of the government for 
an increased wheat acreage. Particularly 
does this seem to be true of the Imperial 
Valley which has seen a remarkable de- 
velopment in wheat growing in the last few 
years. In 1917, the acreage in this valley 
was in the neighborhood of 1200 acres. 
This year it was 12. 
acres in barley. Indications are that a 
large part of this barley acreage will be 
planted to wheat, giving a much larger 
wheat acreage for 1919. 7 

THE RUST QUESTION. 

One of the big factors which in the 
has discouraged the*California farmer —— 
raising wheat has been the prevalence of 
rust and smut. : 

By the careful selection of rust resistant 
varieties it is believed that this difficulty can 
Be largely overcome: A number of promis- 
ing new varieties are now available to farm- 
ers, some of which are expected to give very 
eatisfactory results in this State. 

Among the most promising of these is the 
Defiance, which has shown almost absolute 
immunity to rust and therefore is especially 
well adapted to planting in sections where

Since changing conditions 
are rapidly eliminating the nonesséntials 
in all human activity, it is imperative that 
the organized povitry industry get down 
to fundamentals; psychology is striking 
the hour, but where are the men of acuun 
to take advantage of it?

food, why is it not feasible in America? 
The “make-up” of such a ration is ‘argely 
a matter of local production. Here organ- 
ized poultry men have a wide field for 
original work. 

(3.) Better methods of handling the fin- 
ished product, To conserve the one hun- 
dred and twenty million dollar loss in hen 
trum and carcass that is a feature of care- 
less methods in American farming ought 
to give both organizations a splendid lead 
for some reforms that are really worth 
while. 

(4.) A larger sincerity and a broader 
fellowship among poultry producers, to the 
end that by mutual help they will stand- 
ardize the industry, so that it will com- 
mand the respect of the banking, mercan- 
tile and manufacturing divisions of our in- 
dustrial life. 

(5.) An appreciation of the fact that 
intermediaries between producer and con- 
sumer have their legitimate functions and 
that it is the part of wisdom to utilize 
along sane and just lines every avenue 
that holds out a promise of larger and bet- 
ter markets for every class of poultry pro- 
duction. 

These things are matters of business, any 
one of which in its intelligent execution 
has in it the promise of good results. Let 


the American Poultry Association and the 
War Poultry Federation master one or 
more of them and its reason for existence 
will have become established. 


Trio Mendelian Law. 


If one is to believe the more advanced 
students of the Mendelian theory of breed- 


to its. influence than the Blue Andalusian. 
In view of the fact, We would like to see 
its champions and followers work out the 
law on the breed. With reference to the 
Blue Andalusian, it has ever been difficult 
to aitain a pure strain. As Mr. Beaufort, 
an English authority, well says: “No mat- 
ter how carefully the blues are selected, 
they always throw ‘wasters’ of two sorts, 
some pure black and others of a peculiar 
white with black splashes. Careful breed- 
ing shows that on the average one-half of 
the offspring from a pen of Blue Anda'u- 
sians come blue, one-quarter black, and 
one-quarter white. The majority of people. 
of course, would throw out the ‘wasters’ 


„and go on breeding from the blues, with 


the same result, viz., porportio 1:1:2—that 
is to say, one-half blue, one-quarter black, 
one-cvarter white. It sounds paradoxical, 
but experiment has shown that the mating 
tovether of the black and white ‘wasters’ 
vos a proportion of Blue Andalusians 
twice as great as does the mating of blue 
b'ue.

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AN NUYS.—With 20,000 acres of ganization. During the season only 644 


beans cut and still largely unthreshed 

in the San Fernando Valley, it is go- 

ing to take steady and constant work from 

now on to get these beans in sacks and un- 
der cover before the winter rains. 

In order to help out the situation, two 

large threshing outfits, the Savier 


crew 
‘from Sawtelle and the Mendenhall crew 
from Inglewood, have been induced to 


come into the valley and help save the 
crop.. These outfits have a combined ca- 
pacity of 3500 to 4000 sacks a day and are 
a big “lift.” 


m is estimated by men familiar with the 
situation that less than half of the valley's 
beans have been threshed up to date. While 
there are many threshing crews at work, 
many of the machines are privately owned 
and have a small capacity. It is thought 
that with the addition of the two large out- 
fits amd with favorable weather conditions, 
the crop can be all in.the warehouses by 
November 15. 


Labor difficulties have greatly retarded 
the work of threshing. Mexicans employad 
as workers are demanding as high as $5 a 
day, with a bonus of 50 cents if they stick 
through the season. This condition is so 
serious that the growers of the valley are 
considering a united petition to Congress 
to pass legislation that will allow the tem- 
porary importation of Chinese labor. 


Unless some such remedy is provided 
many of the growers declare that it will 
be impossible to farm their lands efficiently 
mext year and meet the demands of the 
government in producing foodstuffs. 

With the new warehouses built this year 
and the amount of beans being shipped out, 
it is considered that there will be adequate 


storage room for all the beans grown in the 
valley. 


EDlsON.— Seventeen tons of grapes har. 
ves: from three acres is the excellent 
record established by Spangler brothers on 


their eighty-acre ranch near here. The; 


grapes were Tokays and sold in the Los 


„Angeles market at $45 a ton. 


VISALIA.— Sugar makers here have 
given notice to the ranchers that unless 
there is a decided increase in the acreage 
of beets for the coming year the mills here 
will be dismantled and moved to Corcoran. 
At the same time the management of the 
factory has announced a material increase 
in price for beet delivery next fall, with a 
bonus system based on price fof the manu- 
factured article. 

While the local plants this year had a 
record output of sugar, the raw material 
was shipped largely from Kings, Fresno 
and Kern counties, and plans for removal 
of the plant are based on the possibility 
of saving large amounts annually in 
freight charges. 


TULARE.—Picking of the Manzanilla 
olive crop is under way in Tulare county, 
w evidence of a very profitable produc- 
tion. While the cron is somewhat sub- 
normal, due to blasting of blossoms dur- 
ing a period of unusual heat early in Juae, 


the fruit is of large size and high quality. 


Some growers have reported offers. of up 
to $180 per ton, twice the price paid two 
years ago. The demand for Missions !s 
keen, and the crop will probably be 100 
per cent. Escalano and Sevillano clives 
will make a fair crop, but will not be a 


, commercial factor in the market owing to 


the small acreage. 

PORTERVILLE,—Prune growers of this 
section will reap a harvest this year, prac- 
tically ſſo damage having been done to the 
fruit by the unseasonable rains. Wesley 
Miller, orchard owner of the Westfield -dis- 
trict, has a typical crop. Miller has a tract 
of young trees planted 108 to the acre. The 
yield will run an average of 160 pounds to 
the tree, yielding better than $400, gross, 
per acre. On the thirty-acre*Seruges prop- 
erty in the Poplar district, west of here, 
the fruit is said to have been sold for a 
figure which netted the owners $10,000.

FALL GOOD TIME 
10 START FLOCK. 


Sheep husbandry on farms can do much 
to relieve the threatened inadequacy of the 
wool production in the United States. The 
farmer who will start and care for a new 
flock this fall will have a patriotic part in 
meeting the country’s need for more wool 
to equip our soldiers and sailors. 

Late summer or early fall is the most 
favorable time to make a start in sheep 
raising. Ewes can be procured more readily 
ut this time, and when purchased can be 
kept on meadows, grain-stubble fields, or 
late-sown forage crops, to get them in good 
condition for breeding. Experience with 
the ewes through fall and winter will also 
render a beginner more capable of attend- 
ing to them at lambing time. It is seldom 
possible to buy any considerable number of 
bred ewes at reasonable prices. 

The inexperienced sheep raiser should 
begin with grade ewes of the best class 

vallable and a pure-bred ram. The raising 
o{-#are-bred stock and the selling of breed- 
ing rams can best be underta by persons 
experienced in sheep raising. The selection 
of the type and breed of sheep should be 
made by considering the class of pasture 
and feeds available, and the general system 
of farming to be followed, alone with the 
peculiarities of the breeds, and the condi- 
tions and kind of feeding and management 
for which each has been especially de- 
veloped. 
Persons wholly inexperienced with sheep 
will do well to limit the size of the flock at 
the start. A beginner can acquire experi- 
ence quite rapidly with eight or ten ewes. 
It is. very doubtful, however, whether any- 


one should make a start with sheep unless 
of its operation allow the keeping of as 
many as thirty ewes, and in most cases} 
sixty or more will be handled better and 
more economically than a very small flock. 

The economical disadvantage of a very 
small flock lies in the fact that the hours 
of labor are practically the same for a 
dozen or twenty ewes as for the larger flock. 
The fencing to allow desirable change of 
pastures or to give protection against dogs 
is about the same in either case, so that 
the overhead charges per ewe are much 
smaller in the case of the larger flock. 
Furthermore, the small flock on a farm hav- 
ing large numbers of other animals is un- 
likely to receive the study and attention 
really needed or that would be given to one 
of the chief sources of the farm income.

NTARIO.—That grape sugar may at 
O the same time relieve the sugar 
shortage and solve the viticulture- 
prohibition problem is the belief expressed 
by winery men of the Ontario-Cucamonga 
district, many of whom are already * 
converting their plants to the making of 
syrup... | 
The syrup can be made from any variety 
of grape, it is said, and experiments show 
that wing grapes, heretofore 1 


worthless for anything else, give the 
results. 


While the process is so simple that per- 
sons may make their home stocks of syrup, 
just as they can fruits and vegetables, it is 
believed that it can be arranged so that the 
sugar beet factories can operate on the 
grape syrup in the winter time. Commer 
Aal sugar men are experimenting on 
the proposition. 

The laboratory formula of Prof. E. T. 
Bioletti of the University of California was 
used as the basis of the local experiments. 
The grapes myst be crushed and the juice 
extracted in wine presses. Before it fer 
ments, or within forty-eight hours, the 
juice must be started on its way to becom- 


ing syrup. The raw juice ig . 
to the right consistency in steam jacket 
kettles and boiled for forty-five minutes. 
After cooling, precipitated chalk ig added 
and the mass boiled until it reaches the 
syrup stage, stirring the while to counter- 
act solidity. An hour of boiling was found 
sufficient. 

The expense of the process is de“lared 
extremely, low, the syrup costing little 
more than the grapes from which it is 
made. The average price of grapes here is 
$22 per ton, although they have broucht 
more than double that amount this season. 

Commercial sugar men are now busy 
experimenting with the preservation of the 
juice, so that it can be kept from the grape 
season until the season slackens at the 
beet sugar factories before continuing the 
process, The syrup is suitable, it is said 
for soda fountain use. 

F. L. Lathrop, institutional expert of the 
State Board of Control, is reported to have 
successfully converted the entire crop of 
Srapes grown on the Sonoma State Home 
grounds to syrup. The product is declared 
to be equal to maple syrup, both for table 


use and as & general sweetening substitute 
for sugar.

Am trying 
an experiment on a vigorous volunteer plant 
ahd before resetting | spuaed up the ground 
about eighteen inches all around and put in 
a teaspooniul of Paris Green and mixed it. 
After being bothered for 
many years by the wire worm in my garden 
I got rid of them that way. a 


Had fine hill of cucumbers early in sea- 
son which went the same way. Aphis first 


attacked them but I picked off the leaves 
and applied Black Leaf 40 and burned the 
old leaves. They recovere and were doing 
well when the wilt started. They had 
plenty of water, would revive at night, look 
well in the morning, then get a little worse 
each day. I watered them from a sunken 
gasoline can with holes in the bottom. Can 
you tell me what the trouble was?“

In the census report of 6.361.502 farms in 
the United States in 1910, no one’s mental 
picture of a typical farm is verified by gen- 
eral facts.

HY don’t you buy a tractor?” 
W In reply the man behind the 

plow, looking up at his questioner, 
stopped his team and, seating himself on 
the plow handle, commenced to mop his 
forehead. it was a warm January day in 
California’s great San Joaquin Valley. Lack 
of seasonal rainfall had left the rolling 
mesa land hard and dry; the walking plow 
in use was turning up great bricklike clods, 
cutting an uneven, shallow furrow, man and 
‘team were tired to exhaustion. As a prepa- 


— ation for a good seed bed for the produc- 


tion of a maximum war the work 
looked far from promising. 

He was a typ of the thousands of small 
farmers to be found scattered in every State 
of the Union, from the Atlantic to the Pa 
cific: men who, in the aggregate, produce 
the major part of Uncle Sam's crops and 
food sunplies, and his reply, Am't got the 
price,” was typical enough. 

One of the great problems today confront- 
ing American agriculture lies not so much 
in persuading these average farmers of 
small acreage that they need mechanical 
power on their farms, as in devising ways 
for making it possible for them to have it. 
Existing methods of financing and selling 
the American farm tractor, mostly on credit 
through the local dealer, have falled to meet 
the problem in so far as great numbers of 


crop 


farmers are concerned. Nine times out of | 


tem the average small farmer is unable to 
buy his desired tractor C.0.D., for his en 
tire working capital, and more, is required 
to carry on ordinary tillage operations. He 
finds himself practically. swamped by the 
time he has paid all the bills incidental to 


the running of his farm, he has nothing left 


with which to purchase a tractor, any cash 
surplus having already gone into improve- 
ments, livestock and the like. He may even 
have to start borrowing again before he 
plants his next (crop. 

Now this selfsame problem also con- 
fronts Europe today, there it is fully realized 
that the cessation of hostilities will but 
serve to aecentuafe the already pressing 
problents of (a) the need of increased food 
production in face of (b) a lamentable short- 
The use of me- 
chanical power on the farm is recocnized 
ne the only solution, but how to make its 
use universal, as it must be made, is the 
great problem. 

A FRENCHMAN’S IDEA. 

In France Senator Chauveau, in an im- 
portant work, ‘Notes de Culture Mecanique,’ 
has advanced and advocated, with true 


French daring and originality, thorough and 
far reaching measures, by which the State 
is to play an important part in the distribu- 
tion of farm tractors and motor plows 
throughout the agricultural districts of 
“rance. Measures which. while not perhaps 
adapted to American conditions, may at 
least provide food for thought on this side
